Homeowners in downtown Bolton 
reeled this past weekend as an ice jam 
along the Humber River caused 
flooding, leading many in the down- 
town core to be displaced while Town 
crews continue to work to assess the 
scale of the damage. 

The flooding started late Friday 
evening, as flooding concentrated 
around the Queen and King Street 
West area. Fire, police ad Town 
crews continued to work through the 
weekend to evacuate displaced resi- 
dents to temporary shelters, while 


heavy machinery was used to clear 
the jams. 

Approximately 80 homes and over 
200 people were impacted by the 
flooding,said Mayor Allan Thompson, 
who made periodic updates on the 
status of flooding throughout the 
weekend. 

“This wasn’t a problem area,” said 
Thompson, responding to concerns 
that ice jams weren’t cleared from the 
river beforehand. “The ice jams and 
the trees that were frozen with them 
have come down the streams and 
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jammed up here. If you looked here 
ay morning, nothing looked 
ike it was going to be a problem.” 
Efforts to clear the jams were also 
hampered by low-visibility due to a 
lack of light sources and inclement 
weaather, said Fire Chief Darryl Bai- 
ley, who noted that the impacted area 
was expanded late Friday once it was 
determined that there were more im- 
pacted properties than expected.

Road closures remained in 
effect through the weekend 
throughout the Humberlea 
Road and King Street area 
near Highway 50 as crews 
inspected bridges, while 
serveral residents were able 
to return to their homes 
once hydro crews had in- 
spected the properties for 
damage. 

More than 40 staff from 
various agencies continued 
to work through the week- 
end to clear the ice jams, 
said Bailey, with crews 
working dislodge at least 
four jams while other crews 
monitored the Humber both 
upstream and downstream 
to ensure there were no fur- 
ther incidents. "Anywhere 
along any water course this 
time of year is susceptible to 
ice jams," said Bailey. 


While the Town did field 
calls from residents about 
concerns related to the 
river, said Thompson, staff 
and Toronto Region Conser- 
vation Authority representa- 
tives have been monitoring 
potential problems for the 
last week. 

"A lot of times, (ice) does 
build up on the river, but 
water pressure moves it 
along, which was happen- 
ing. When it started to be- 
come a compromise was last 
evening," said Thompson. 
"It's understanding working 
with nature. This happens 
every spring, and out of all 
the years, we haven't had an 
incident, but again, we have 
no control over nature." 

"With a little bit of change 
in temperature and a bit of 
little water flow, and all of a 
sudden you get a big charge 
of ice coming off our 


streams from up above, this 
is what happens," he said. 

Going forward, Thompson 
said the Town intends to 
learn from the experience, 
including management of 
water courses and better 
transparency between agen- 
cies in terms of sharing in- 
formation. 

"There's a lot of things 
we've done extremely well, 
but there's always room for 
improvement." 

Residents took refuge in 
the Caledon Centre for 
Recreation and Wellness 
through the weekend while 
property assessments for 
some of the homes were 
completed.

Toronto man under arrest in 
fatal hit-and-run in Mississauga 


A 25-year-old man 


from Toronto is under 
arrest in connection with 
a fatal hit-and-run colli- 
sion that took place late 
last year. 


Peel Police’s Major Col- 
lision Bureau made the 
arrest Tuesday after the 
Nov. 30, 2018 incident, 
which occured near the

The victim, 54-year- 
old Gianfranco (John) 
Zucatti, was crossing an 
intersection in the area 
when she was struck and 
killed by the suspect’s ve- 
hicle around 7:30 p.m. 

Authorities subse- 
quently arrested Clinton 
Sebastian Francis, of 
Toronto, and charged 
him with public mischief 
and failure to remain at 
the scne of the accident. 

He appeared in Bramp- 


ton court yesterday 
morning for a bail hear- 
ing.

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The 2019 federal budget 
fails to consider fundamental 
issues facing Canadian busi- 
ness owners, especially in 
Mississauga, a local board of 
trade said Wednesday after- 
noon. 

“The path to economic 
prosperity in Mississauga is 
still unclear for local busi- 
nesses and job creators,” said 
David Wojcik, president of 
the Mississauga Board of 
Trade, after releasing an 
analysis of the budget in col- 
laboration with the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“While the Budget delivers 
on some of our advocacy pri- 
orities, particularly in the 
areas of skills and infrastruc- 
ture, it fails to provide con- 
crete measures to address the 
tax and regulatory burden on 
businesses,” continued Woj- 


cik. 

While the budget does 
identify funding programs to 
address stakeholder issues, 
the board said in a statement 
Wednesday that the solutions 
the budget proposes are a 
“lackluster, made-by-govern- 
ment solution to a made-by- 
government problem.” 


These include the potential 
impact of the new Canadian 
Training Credit and EI Train- 
ing Support Benefits on small 
businesses, little new infor- 
mation on the proposed new 
national pharmacare plan, 
and not enough focus on 
bringing skilled immigrants 
to communities that need 
them the most, via the Global 
Talent Stream program. 

Other issues that weren’t 
addressed in the budget, but 
have been brought up by mu- 
nicipalities and business 
owners, include commit- 
ments to reduce the regula- 
tory burden on businesses 
and review the taxation sys- 
tem, eliminating  inter- 
provincial trade barriers and 
mobility, and giving support 
to small-to-medium enter- 
prises to help them identify 
new export opportunities. 

“Until these issues are ad- 
dressed, we will struggle to 
grow our economy, create 
meaningful employment for 
more Canadians, and gener- 
ate the revenues we need to 
sustain our roads, healthcare 
and education systems,” said 
Wojcik. 
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Federal budget gets “thumbs down” 
from board of trade 


According to the Chamber 
of Commerce, the budget de- 
liver on several policy pro- 
posals outlined in the 
pre-budget submission, in- 
cluding ensuring multiple 
funding mechanisms are on- 
line to achieve high-speed in- 
ternet access across the 
country by 2020, investing 
$631.2 million to expand 
Work-Integrated-Learning 
(WIL) programs, and en- 


hancing apprentice programs 
id ed trades. 
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“The core issues facing our 
economy that are driving 
away investment and suffo- 
cating our ability to attract 
top talent are broken taxation 
and regulatory systems and 
an inability to get our re- 
sources to tidewater,” said 
Chamber of Commerce pres- 
ident Perrin Beatty. 

“Without addressing the 
underlying, structural prob- 
lems in our economy, we will 
not see the growth needed to 
create greater prosperity for 


Canadian families.” 

Heading into the 2019 Fed- 
eral Election, both MBOT 
and the Chamber network 
say they will continue to en- 
gage with Federal represen- 
tatives to focus on reducing 
the overall taxation, regula- 
tory burden and infrastruc- 
ture as critical priorities for 
Canadian businesses and 
SMEs to maintain competi- 
tiveness and prosperity for all 
Canadians. 


Singh set to release memoir on personal life 


Two days after being 
making his debut in Parlia- 
ment, Jagmeet Singh is 
back in the news - and he’s 
not singing any swan song. 

The former Bramalea- 
Gore-Malton MPP is set to 
release a political memoir, 


Love & Courage: My Story 
of Family, Resilience, and 
Overcoming next month, 
following his victory in the 
Burnaby South by-election 
and in advance of this 
year’s federal election. 
Singh, who served in 


Bramalea-Gore-Malton 
from 2011-17, made head- 
lines in a viral video that 
saw him calling for Cana- 
dians to act with “love and 
courage” after being con- 
fronted with a heckler at a 
campaign event in Sep. 


—e- 


2017. 

The MPP would go ona 
meteoric rise to become 
the federal leader of the 
NDP in 2017, and made his 
debut as the first visible 
minority to lead a federal 
party Monday at Parlia- 
ment Hill. 

The memoir, which is set 
to be produced by Simon 
and Schuster Canada, re- 
portedly focuses on Singh’s 
personal struggles against 
adversity, rather than his 
political life. 

"This book is the story of 
my family and my personal 
experiences growing up— 
sometimes difficult ones. I 
often felt alone, unworthy, 
ashamed,” Singh said in a 
statement Wednesday. “I 
hope this book helps some 
people feel less alone and 
know that they deserve 
love and happiness, no 
matter what they've gone 
through." 

Singh was born in 
Canada after his parents 
immigrated from the Pun- 
jab region of northern 


India. He later studied law 
at Osgoode Hall in Toronto 
and practiced as a criminal 
defense lawyer in Bramp- 
ton. 

Singh was first elected in 
the 2011 provincial elec- 
tion a few months after he 
narrowly lost in a Bramp- 
ton federal riding during 
the 2011 national vote that 
elected a majority govern- 
ment for Stephen Harper's 
Conservatives. 

As an MPP, the former 

lawyer became a critic on 
consumer issues such as 
insurance reform, the at- 
torney general and eventu- 
ally was appointed Andrea 
Horwath's deputy leader in 
2015. 
Singh's Sikh ethnicity 
helped him grow NDP 
membership in the heavily 
Sikh communities in Peel 
and other parts of the GTA, 
as well as metro Vancou- 
ver. 

The book will be released 
on Apr. 25. 
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Obsession with secession is blind to school boards and policing

That old Streetsville chest- 
nut of Mississauga exiting 
from Peel Region was finally 
back on the Agenda at City 
Council on Wednesday, Mar. 
20. 

The "Day & Day Report" 
business case from 2003 was 
dusted off, its prior actors 
slicked on new lipstick and 
pronounced bigger numbers 
in their bid to keep residen- 
tial taxpayer money from un- 
fairly subsidizing sibling 


municipalities Brampton and 


Caledon via Peel Region serv- 
ices. 

The 2003 analysis was lim- 
ited to municipal services 
which were directly funded 
by property taxes. The up- 
dated report did not vary. 
Thus, the Harris-era provin- 
cial public education tax por- 
tion of property taxes was 
assigned no impact to either 
the City of Mississauga, or the 
Region of Peel, nor did the 
Ford-era 2018 upate. 

Council representation at 


Peel Regional Council is not 
proportional either to popula- 
tion or property tax revenue. 
In 2018, while Mississauga 
represented over 60% of Peel 
Region's population, it pro- 
portionally paid 59% of re- 
gional taxes yet holds only 
50% of seats. 

David Wojcik, President of 
the Mississauga Board of 
Trade, brought support from 
the business community and 
a recommendation that Mis- 
sissauga become a single-tier 


municipality. The staff report 
notes a key frustration of 
Mississauga in the delay of 
Peel Region to participate in 
the City Community Improve- 
ment Plan, which would at- 
tract more office 
development in Mississauga's 
downtown core. 

The report reasons that re- 
gional planning be eliminated 
for Mississauga because the 
City has been built out, unlike 
Brampton and _ Caledon, 
which have available land and 
a forecast of population in- 
crease. 

"Smaller municipalities 
than either Mississauga (pop- 
ulation 800,000) or Bramp- 
ton (population 600,000) are 
single tier," said Wojcik. He 
referenced the examples of 
Hamilton, Windsor and Lon- 
don. "We should be able to do 
it, too." 

In a preamble to a public 
question, I said to Council 
that elsewhere in Ontario, 
single tier municipalities 
have coincident geographies 
with jurisdictions for public 
school boards and policing. 

Vibrant schools and safe 
neighbourhoods are a com- 
petitive advantage enjoyed by 
Mississauga in its bid to at- 
tract and retain talent. Public 
education and policing are 
beyond the purview of the 
municipalities to control. 

Mississauga's long-stand- 
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ing reputation as Canada's 
largest safest city is in tan- 
dem with its recurrent top- 
schools ranking in the annual 
Fraser Institute Report of On- 
tario Secondary Schools. 

Research shows _ that 
stronger student achievement 
is linked to lower reported 
rates of crime. 

"If granted independence 
from Region of Peel, what 
will the effect be to change 
the jurisdictions of the Peel 
and Dufferin-Peel Catholic 
school boards, and that of 
Peel Regional Police?" I 
asked. "These are major em- 
ployers in the Region of Peel." 

The response from staff in- 
dicated that, for the purposes 
of the recommendation that 
Mississauga secede from Peel 
Region, the provincially-man- 
dated budgets for education 
and policing that were funded 
by property tax revenue were 
not assessed for impact for 
the purposes of the Report. 

The staff response runs 
counter to joint actions taken 
by Mississauga, Region of 
Peel, Peel Regional Police, 
public school boards and 
community organizations. 

On Sep. 28, in response to a 
spring and summer spike in 
gangs and guns violence, 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
brought over 90 members of 
the community together in 
Mississauga's first-ever Com- 


munity Safety Summit to ad- 
dress crime in the City. Atten- 
dees included elected officials 
from all levels of govern- 
ment, the Peel Regional Po- 


lice and community 
organizations.. 
The Summit concluded 


with participants reaffirming 
their commitment to public 
safety by signing Mayor 
Crombie’s Community Safety 
Pledge. Those who signed the 
pledge committed to address- 
ing the root causes of crime 
and working every day to 
make sure Mississauga stays 
safe. 

Key takeaways included the 
Mayor's commitement to 
write a letter to Ontario’s 
Minister of Community Cor- 
rections and Safety, to urge 
action on Peel Region Police 
Chief's request for additional 
funding to fight violent 
crime. 

In 2019, Peel Region bud- 
geted 40% of its budget to 
fund policing services, which 
is its largest single expendi- 
ture. Peel Region took 40% of 
property tax revenues. In 
comparison, in 2018, the 
province's public education 
levy took 21% of property tax 
revenues. 

In terms of Mississauga's 
obesession with secession, 
these budget numbers are 
truly the invisible elephant in 
the room.

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Mississauga council endorses 
single-tier for regional review

The "City of Peel" may 
be looming on the hori- 
zon, but Mississauga will 
be pushing for a single- 
tier municipality. 

Council formally ac- 
cepted a draft report at 
Wednesday's General 
Committee meeting that 
calls on the city to go it 
alone, and that the report, 
titled "Regional Govern- 
ment Review - Preferred 
Reform Option for the 
City of Mississauga", is to 
be forwarded to the 
province's special advisors 
and the Region of Peel. 

Councillors debated the 
scope of impacted services 
and debt load after a dep- 
utation from Mississauga 
Board of Trade CEO David 
Wojcik and public ques- 
tion period, with many 
saying it's still too early to 
tell what the cost will be 
to the city if it leaves. 

What is known, how- 
ever, said Wojcik, is that 
Mississauga currently 
pays out an estimated $85 
million annually to cross- 
subsidize other municipal- 
ities in the region. 

"That is not sustainable, 
and places an unfair tax 
burden on the citizens of 
Mississauga," said Wojcik. 

Mississauga currently 
boasts a population of

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more than 721,000 resi- 
dents, compared to nearly 
600,000 in Brampton and 
over 66,000 in Caledon. 
The three municipalities 
have comprised Peel Re- 
gion since 1974, and the 
region is responsible for 
many services including 
garbage collection, polic- 
ing, water and sewers and 
some social services. 

In a statement last 
week, Caledon Mayor 
Allan Thompson said that 
the Town would be invit- 
ing public consultations 
on the regional review, 
which was announced in 
January, and said that it 
was vitally important that 
Caledon's voice be heard. 

“We make up over half 
the land base in Peel, in- 
cluding all the prime agri- 
cultural land, we have a 
unique mix of rural and 
urban and a rich cultural 
heritage," Thompson said 
last week. "I encourage 
residents and businesses 
to get involved and help 
ensure we have a “made 
in Peel” solution.” 

The regional review will 
be led by Michael Fenn 
and Ken Selling, who will 
be assessing feedback 
from cities and municipal- 
ities through online con- 
sultations, in-person 


meetings and stakeholder 
groups. Their advice and 
recommendations to 
provincial municipal af- 
fairs minister Ken Clark is 
expected later in the sum- 
mer. 

In response to a ques- 
tion by community advo- 
cate Chris Mackie, who 
spoke about what debt the 
city would assume if it left 
the region, city manager 
said that some debt may 
move over to a utility- 
based model, but it's still 
too early to tell and is con- 
ditional on the province's 
decision. 

"We're paying our share 
of debt service today, ei- 
ther through tax-based 
debt or development-levy 
based," said Baker. "We 


simply have to work 
through what goes 
where." 


In an interview with 
CP24 Wednesday, Bramp- 
ton Mayor Patrick Brown 
said that his municipality 
has subsidized growth in 
Mississauga for years, and 
added that while the latter 
city could go it alone, 
there were efficiencies to 
be found through a re- 
gional system, most no- 
tably policing.

38-year-old Joseph Pal- 
lotta, of Montreal, is under 
arrest in connection with 
the death of 32-year-old 
Mississauga man Michael 
Deabaitua-Schulde, who 
was gunned down at a gym 
in the Dundas Street and 
Cawthra Road area. 

Pallotta, who had a 
Canada-wide arrest war- 
rant out on him, surren- 
dered to police in Montreal 
on Sunday, following the ar- 
rests of 28-year-old Marck- 
ens Vilme and 26-year-old 
Jonathan Martinez-Reyes, 
both of Montrea, last 
Wednesdayl. Vilme was 
charged with first-degree 
murder and Martinez-Reyes 


was charged arrested and 
charged with accessory 
after the fact. 

While Deabaitua-Schulde 
was a member of the Niag- 
ara chapter of the Hell’s An- 
gels, the three suspects are 
not members, say police. 

“T want to assure the com- 
munity that we will not tol- 
erate this type of violence,” 
said Peel Police interim 
chief Chris McCord this 
past weekend. 

Police are still looking for 
eyewitnesses who may have 
seen the incident in ques- 
tion, and are asking them to 
call the Homicide and Miss- 
ing Persons Bureau at (905) 
453-2121, ext.

fake travel agency scam 


A Mississauga woman 
left a trail of broken 
promises - and stolen 
money - in her wake be- 
fore surrendering to po- 
lice this weekend. 

40-year-old Libia 
Guerra Paez, who oper- 
ated a “fictitious travel 


agency” according to 
Peel Police, scammed 


more than 22 different 
people in the Greater 
Toronto Area out of 
more than $108,000. 
Paez stands accused of 
operating the fictitious 
between Apr. - 


Dec. 


2019, at which time she 
marketed various vaca- 
tion packages. 

The victims of the 
scam provided payment 
to Paez without receiv- 
ing any vacation serv- 
ices. Payments for the 
vacations were sent 


through e-transfers and 
credit card payments as- 
sociated with Paez, and 
in turn, she would pro- 
vide them with falsified 
vacations that had no 
monetary value before 
cutting off communica- 
tion. 

Paez surrendered her- 
self to police on Thurs- 
day, and is set to appear 
in court next month.

As the 2019 federal election 
hits the onramp, transit infra- 
structure is top of mind for 
people everywhere in Peel Re- 
gion. 

This week’s example comes 
from Mississauga. Next week, 
we will hear from Brampton. 

Caledon so far has neither 
local transit nor regional GO 
service. Caledon - we are all 
ears. 

My pick this week is the GTA 
Weekly Transit Pass ($64.95 
as of Apr. 1). This is a Toronto 
Transit Commission TTC 
product. 

The Weekly Pass fare is ac- 
cepted on all TTC, Missis- 
sauga, Brampton and York 
Region Transit routes, includ- 
ing service for persons with 
disabilities which are operated 
by these systems. Customers 
in possession of a GTA Pass 
can transfer seamlessly across 
municipal boundaries. 

The GTA Weekly Pass is 
transferable, with conditions, 
and does not require photo 
identification. It is valid from 
12:01 a.m. on Mondays, until 
the morning service starts on 
the following Monday. It is 
sold Thursday prior to Mon-

day activation, ending Tues- 
day of the current week the 
pass will be used. 

Atop-up additional cash 
fare is required for "premium" 
or "express" bus service. 

This pick has a “pique”: the 
Weekly Pass can only be pur- 
chased at select TTC subway 
stations and only 4 retailer lo- 
cations in Mississauga. 

Another pique: the City of 
Mississauga is not walking its 
talk to promote transit, by 
limiting PRESTO fare loading 
accessibility. 

There is no PRESTO digital 
loading kiosk terminal at Mis- 
sissauga City Hall. 

For transit users, the walk- 
ing distance is 750 metres to 
the closest fare-loading centre 
at Shoppers Drug Mart in 
Square. The alternate choice is 
to walk 1,100 meters to City 
Centre Transit Terminal. 

NOTE: Since Jan. 2018, Mis- 
sissauga City Hall stopped 
selling MiWay transit tickets. 

PRESTO cards can be loaded 
off-line at GO Train stations, 
Mississauga Community Cen- 
tres, City Centre Transit Ter- 
minal, and select Shoppers 
Drug Mart locations. 
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Federal minister touts parental sharing benefits at 
Brampton event 


Parents are now eligible to 
receive extra weeks of 
parental benefits, the coun- 
try’s social development min- 
ister announced Friday. 

Up to 97,000 Canadian 
families are expected to claim 
a new parental sharing bene- 
fit that will see them gain be- 
tween five-to-eight additional 
weeks of benefits for children 
born after Mar. 20, Jean-Yves 
Duclos told a packed house at 
the Brampton YMCA. 

“This type of benefit has 
been proven to encourage a 
more balanced sharing of 
child care responsibilities,” 
said Duclos, ahead of the fed- 
eral budget that was revealed 
this past Tuesday. 

“This new measure will 
help us break down barriers 
to gender equality by shifting 
cultural attitudes against men 
taking parental leave, and 
will help Canadians spend 
more time with their fami- 


lies." 

The move is being made to 
encourage parents to share 
the responsibility of raising a 
child more equally, following 
a move to encourage the 


same sharing in other 
provinces throughout the 
country. 


The benefits will be avail- 
able to parents who are eligi- 
ble for and share their 
Employment Insurance 
parental benefits. 

Duclos, who was joined by 
international development 
minister Maryam Monsef and 
Brampton-Centre MP 
Ramesh Sangha, said that 
changes have also been made 
to the country’s labour code 
to ensure that federally regu- 
lated private-sector employ- 
ees have the right to take 
leave while receiving the 
parental sharing benefit 
without fear of losing their 
job. 


In 2016-17, women repre- 
sented 85 percent of all 
parental benefit claims made. 
81 percent of spouses or part- 
ners of recent mothers in 
Quebec claimed or intended 
to claim parental benefits, 
said Duclos, compared to only 
12 percent in the rest of 
Canada, in large part due to 
the Quebec Parental Insur- 
ance Plan. 

During the announcement, 
Monsef said that the new 
measures will encourage par- 
ents to have stronger bonds 
with their children and make 
them more engaged in full- 
time caregiving. 

“By encouraging a more eq- 
uitable distribution of child 
care within the home, this 
new parental leave benefit 
gives families more flexible 
child care options and ad- 
vances gender equality both 
at home and in the work- 
place," said Monsef. 


Her sentiments were 
shared by YMCA Canada sen- 
ior vice-president Jennifer 
Holmes Weier, who said that 
the organization has seen

how supported families are 
happier and healthier as a re- 
sult. 

"These enhancements will 
give parents greater flexibil- 


ity during their child's in-

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Green retailer announces 
bankruptcy 


A “green” retailer with 
stores in Brampton and 
Mississauga announced 
late last week that it 
would be closing up shop. 

Green Earth, which op- 
erates stores at the Bra- 
malea City Centre and 
Erin Mills Town Centre 
shopping malls,  an- 
nounced in a statement 
that its 29 locations 
would be going out of 
business, and that it had 
initiated bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings at the beginning 
of the month. 

"After considering a 
number of restructuring 
options, we have deter- 
mined that this is the 
best course based on an 
array of business chal- 
lenges," said Green Earth 
spokesman Matthew 
McBride, citing factors 
such as growing competi- 
tion from online retailers 
as a reason for the busi- 
ness’ decline. 

The retailer, which has 


been owned and operated 
in Ontario since 1950, 
also cited “several uncon- 
trollable factors”, includ- 
ing reduced mall traffic, 
as reasons why it decided 
to liquidate. 

The retailer is offering 
discounts on all of their 
merchandise, which com- 
prises $16 million worth 
of inventory, plus fix- 


tures and equipment, at 
its locations nationwide. 
"Our stores are really 
well known in the local 
markets where we have 
served our communities 
for years,” said McBride. 
The company filed a no- 
tice of intention to make 
a proposa under the 
Bankruptcy and _ Insol- 
vency Act on Mar. 4.

Cell Phones in Schools - Help or A Hinderance?

Access to mobile technol- 
ogy can be both a blessing 
and a curse. Smartphones 
are used to make calls to 
loved ones, make business 
communications and organ- 
ize our social lives... but they 
have also raised concerns 
due to their impact on our 


health, society and the way 
we learn. 

In Ontario, parents, stu- 
dents and educators are in- 
volved in a heated debate as 
to whether or not children 
should be allowed to take 
cellphones to school. 

For parents who are con- 


cerned about their child’s ac- 
ademic performance, the an- 
swer is probably “no.” 

They fear the phones will 
be used more for socializing 
than for studying. And how 
can teachers be sure that stu- 
dents are using their phones 
as learning tools? 

It’s not unfair to say that 
students having cellphones 
in class adds another poten- 
tial distraction to the learn- 
ing environment. 

However, those same 
phones are also a valuable 
resource for innovative 
teachers. Cellphones provide 
an opportunity to develop in- 
novative learning strategies, 
including use of the internet 
which gives students access 
to a knowledge base far be- 
yond the constraints of the 
classroom. 

Whether we embrace it or 
not, mobile technology is a 
fundamental part of the 
modern world and will play 
an even bigger role in the fu- 
ture. 

Today’s students will enter 
ajob market where many ca- 


reers will rely on technology. 
They’ll need to be able to un- 
derstand it and be mature 
enough to use it appropri- 
ately. 

After all of the discussion 
among Ontarians, Doug Ford 
and the provincial govern- 
ment decided to place a ban 
on cellphones in classrooms, 
coming into effect this com- 
ing September. 

There are a number of 
schools across the country 
where these _ restrictions 
have already been imple- 
mented. 

While I believe that young 
children don’t need to access 
social media, I also believe it 
should be up to individual 
schools to decide their cell- 
phone policy rather than the 
government. 

Disagreeing with every de- 
cision the Ford government 
makes has become a reoccur- 
ring trend among some peo- 
ple, especially the Leader of 
the Official Opposition in 
Ontario and the leader of the 
Ontario New Democratic 
Party, Andrea Horwath. 


People also raised dissent- 
ing voices at Ford’s handling 
of the sex-ed curriculum and 
for the almost-appointment 
of personal friend Ron Tav- 
erner as the OPP commis- 
sioner. 

Although some of Doug 
Ford’s opinions may be un- 
popular, there are some 
things worth mentioning in 
regard to the cellphone ban. 

First, this isn’t a new an- 
nouncement; the cellphone 
ban was originally proposed 
as part of the PC Party’s elec- 
tion platform. 

Secondly, the purpose of 
the ban isn’t to keep students 
from their phones, but to re- 
duce the amount of misuse of 
cellphones in class. 

For example, if a student 
believed their work could 
better be explained or com- 
pleted by using their phone 
that could be allowed. 

Teachers and __ school 
boards may also grant a stu- 
dent access to their phone if 
they have an accessibility 
issue. 

Lastly, after the election 


last summer the Ford admin- 
istration and Education Min- 
ister Lisa Thompson 
embarked on a process to 
collect opinions from the 
public on matters like the 
sex-ed curriculum and cell- 
phones through digital sur- 
veys and telephone town 
halls. 

The information and opin- 
ions surrounding the sex-ed 
curriculum dominated the 
narrative in the medi,a 
though both issues are a 
headache for parents and 
teachers alike. 

According to Thompson, 
around 97 per cent of re- 
spondents agreed with some 
sort of ban on cellphones. 

Although the provincial 
government creates a lot of 
debate in the media due to 
their controversial decisions 
and opinions, a ban on cell- 
phones is a good step. 

From my point of view, this 
step by the provincial gov- 
ernment should be wel- 
comed without pushback 
from people like Horwath.

With only three games re- 
maining on the schedule, 
the Mississauga Steelheads 
travelled to Niagara to 
square off with the IceDogs 
in a potential first round 
playoff matchup last Thurs- 
day. 

The game got off to a 
tough start for Mississauga, 
as they allowed a total of 
three goals in the first frame 
and were already stuck 
three after one. In the sec- 
ond frame, the Fish would 
inch closer on a marker 
from James Hardie to make 
the score 3-1. 

That was all the offence 
provided from either side in 
the second as the score re- 
mained 3-1 by the second in- 
termission. 

The Steelheads came out 
flying to start the third in 
hopes of overcoming the un- 
likely odds of a three goal 
comeback victory.

In the second period, nei- 
ther team could muster any 
offence up until Alan 
Lyszczarczyk scored his 
38th of the season on the 
power play with 22.7 sec- 
onds to play in the second 
period. 

Barrie scored the first goal 
of the final period to give 
them a 4-1 lead and things 
began to look bleak for the 
home side. Alan 
Lyszczarczyk scored his sec- 
ond of the contest to cut the 
lead in half. Cole Schwindt 


got another marker for the 
home side making it a one 
goal game. 

Steelheads’ Nick Isaacson 
tied the game at four with 
time winding down in the 
third. Then, Cole Schwindt

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and complete the comeback. 

Mississauga would hold on 
for a 5-4 win. The Trout will 
now head to the playoffs as 
their first round series will 
come against the Sudbury 
Wolves.

Game one and two 
will be played tomorrow

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Classical greats revived at symphony this weekend

certo Competition in 
Mozart’s elegant Violin 
Concerto No 

“The Creatures of 


Prometheus” is Beethoven’s 
only full-length ballet score. 

Inspired by the ancient 
legend of Prometheus, a 
titan who stole fire from 
Mount Parnassus to en- 
lighten mankind, the work 
casts Prometheus as both 
the creator of humanity, 
and its guide in becoming 
truly human through the 
power of the performing 
arts. 

The score consists of an 
overture, an introduction, 
and sixteen additional 
numbers. The _ overture 
opens with majestic chords 
followed by a lyrical intro- 
duction. 

“Violin Concerto No. 5 in 
A Major” was the last of 
five violin concertos Mozart 
wrote from 1773-1775, a 
time he spent employed as 
a musician in the Salzburg 
court. 


In many ways, the five vi- 
olin concerti resemble 
those from the Baroque pe- 
riod with the “fast-slow- 
fast” three-movement 
structure, and recurring 
sections for entire orches- 
tra (ritornello) composed 
between solo — sections; 
however, Mozart began to 
break with tradition with 
the fifth concerto, experi- 
menting with composi- 
tional techniques acquired 
during his third trip to Italy 
and his stay of several 
months in Vienna from July 


- Sep. 1773. 
Symphony No. 104 is 
Haydn’s final symphony 


and the last of the twelve 
London Symphonies. 

It was composed in 1795 
during his second journey 
to London. The work fol- 
lows the four-movement 
plan that by this time had 
become Haydn’sstandard 
symphonic format. 

The theme of the exuber- 
ant Finale is based on a 
simple folk melody often 


claimed to have originated 
as a Croatian folk song. 

A native of China, Yu Kai 
Sun discovered the violin at 
the age of 8. From 2013 - 
2017, she studied at the 
Conservatoire de musique 
de Montréal with Helmut 
Lipsky. 

She is currently pursuing 
a Bachelor of Music (Hon- 
ours) at the prestigious 
Glenn Gould School of the 
Royal Conservatory of 
Music in Toronto under the 
tutelage of Professor Victor 
Danchenko. Yu Kai has been 
concertmaster of the 
Schleswig-Holstein Festival 
Orchestra, the Royal Con- 
servatory Orchestra at the 
Glenn Gould School, the 
String Orchestra at the 
Conservatoire of Montreal 
and the FACE Symphony 
Orchestra.

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Social worker honored for community contributions at school board 


On Mar. 4, the social work 
department at the Peel District 
School Board, presented Mark 
Marshall, manager of infor- 
mation technology operations, 
with the Helen Des Roches 
Starfish Award for his extraor- 
dinary contributions to stu- 


dents who face obstacles to 
their education. 

“We want to acknowledge 
the exceptional efforts made 
by others in our system, so the 
Starfish award is a way for us 
to identify those individuals 
and thank them for their good 


work,” said Jim Van Buskirk, 
chief social worker, during the 
ceremony. 

“Social workers work with 
disadvantaged and vulnerable 
students every day, so they’re 
very aware of the needs. It’s 
wonderful for us to reflect 
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back to other staff who are 
also making similar efforts. 
This important work really 
takes a village.” 

Although Marshall isn’t in 
schools every day like social 
workers, the impact he has 
had and continues to make on 
students and their families is 
no different. 

His idea was sparked 10 
years ago and it was simple: to 
take discarded laptops, 
chrome books, tablets and any 
other devices, and recycle 
them for students who need 
them. 

Fast forward to the present, 
now with the support of other 
organizations, including Mi- 
crosoft, he has provided ap- 
proximately 900 devices to 
students in Peel in the past 
three years through his pro- 
gram. 

On top of his day job as 
manager of IT operations, 
managing a team and ensur- 
ing schools have the support 
and resources necessary, he 
also designates much of his 
time after hours, and even 
while he is supposed to be on 
vacation, to support staff and 
students. 


A social worker once sent in 
a request to Mark while he 
was away on vacation request- 
ing a device for a student. To 
her surprise, he responded 
immediately and had the de- 
vice ready the very next day. 

He indicates that he would 
have been upset if he found 
out the student had spent the 
holidays without the device 
they needed. 

“Mark truly represents the 
impact that one person’s ac- 
tion can have on so many. 
While he’s not officially a so- 
cial worker, he embodies 
many of the values that guide 
one in the social work profes- 
sion - compassion, empathy, 
flexibility, addressing inequity 
and coordination,” says 
Brooke Derousseau, senior so- 
cial worker. 

The Starfish Award is in- 
spired by the following story, 
Making a Difference: 

The morning after a violent 
ocean storm, a man was walk- 
ing down a deserted beach 
just before dawn. In the dis- 
tance, he saw a young boy 
leaning down picking up 
something and throwing it out 
into the ocean. As the man ap- 


proached closer he saw that 
the boy was picking up 
stranded starfish. 

The gentleman gazed in 
wonder as the boy, again and 
again, threw the small starfish 
from the sand to the water. 

He asked, "Little boy, why 
are you spending so much en- 
ergy doing what seems to be a 
waste of time?" 

The boy explained that the 
stranded starfish would die if 
left in the morning sun. 

"But there must be thou- 
sands of beaches and millions 
of starfish", exclaimed the 
man. "How can you possibly 
make a difference?" 

The boy looked down at the 
small starfish in his hand, and 
as he threw it to the safety of 
the sea, he said, "I sure made 
a difference to that one!" 

The Helen Des Roches 
Starfish Award was first intro- 
duced more than 20 years ago. 
The award is presented annu- 
ally during Social Workers 
Week by social workers to an 
individual who has made a 
significant difference in the 
lives of students facing obsta- 
cles to their education.

A new Community Para- 
medic Program launched by 
Dufferin County Paramedic 
Service, in partnership with 
the Central West Local Health 
Integration Network (LHIN) 
and Headwaters, is making it 
easier for seniors, the disabled 
and people with chronic ill- 
nesses to get the care they 
need. 

The program provides pa- 
tients with an alternative to 
their family doctor, walk-in 
clinics and the Emergency De- 
partment by offering preven- 
tative at-home health care 
visits. 

In 2014, Dufferin County 
Paramedic Service launched a 
Community Paramedic Pro- 


gram, in partnership with the 
Central West Local Health In- 
tegration Network (LHIN) and 
Headwaters Health Care Cen- 
tre and the County of Duf- 
ferin. 

The goal is to make it easier 
for seniors, the disabled and 
people with chronic illnesses 
to get the care they need. The 
program provides patients 
with an alternative to their 
family doctor, walk-in clinics 
and the Emergency Depart- 
ment by offering preventative 
at-home health care visits. 

Dufferin County paramedics 
provide wellness checks, safe 
home assessments, remote 
patient monitoring (RPM) 
weight checks, blood work, 


urine tests and administer 
medication to hospital pa- 
tients who have been identi- 
fied as needing at-home 
checks upon discharge. 

The program, which is 
funded by the Central West 
LHIN, aims to reduce emer- 
gency visits and hospitaliza- 
tions, increase _ patient 
satisfaction and promote a 
healthier community. 

The program is a non-emer- 
gency, community-based serv- 
ice with a focus on health 
promotion, system navigation 
and injury prevention. Among 
Paramedic Services, Dufferin 
County is at the forefront with 
a number of innovative com- 
munity programs.
